1. Preliminary. | 

This paper has been prepared in the Office of United Nations Political 
and Seourity Affairs in the Departumt of State. It must be emphasised that 
it has not been cleared anywhere, even in the office which propared ite It 
is contemplated that in order to save time it will be gente simultaneously 
in State, Defense and AEC not as a government position but es a working 
paper to be presented to the Disarmament Comission by the United States. 
Representative acting as an expert and not as a government representative, 


2. Timing, 

The General Assembly resolution "directs the Comission coeosto consider 
from the outset plans for promvesiy and continuing disclosure and verification, 
the implementation of which is recog nised as a further and indispensable on 
in carrying out the disarmanest program envisaged in the present resolution." 

It is anticipated that in view’ ‘of the policy directive in NSC 122 the 
United Statea will take the position! thet at the outset the newly eroated 
commission should deal exclusively wjth the problem of disclosure and verification. 
However , sinee both the President and the Seoretery of State have said that — 

We are willing to discuss other phands of the subject we foar that we will not 
be able to confine the ecusetons at the outset to diselosure and verification, 
The practical question that 1e likely to arise is to what extent can we maintedn

maximum emphasis on disclosure and verification. One thing is eonpletely | 
clear = unless we have a constructive and forward-looking paper on that 
subject to present to the Commission at the outset, we will not susceed in 
ow efforts to secure maximum emphasis on de ater and verification. 

ne anticipate that the paper saat be subiitted about, February 20, cee 
Therefore, the firat problem is to organize the preparations of this paper 
in such a manner that we can have <-woting paper to submit by that date, It 
would be satisfactory for the paper to be submitted as a working paper rather 
than as an official government position. This was the device utilised in the 
submission of the papers to the Collective Measures Committee and it tumed 
out very satisfactorily both from the standpoint of the Department of State 
and the Department of Defense. 


3c Relation of paper to NSC 12, 

Any paper on this subject obviously must be in conformity with NSM 112. 
The proposals which we nake must be honest and must be of such a ashore spat = 
“ accepted contrary to our. expectations, we could live with then. q 
the general program set forth in NSC 112 is an honest program that we 
can live with. It was not too difficult for the President and the Secretary 
of State and Ambassador Jessup to justify the broad outlines. of “ program 
on the grounds that it was a norally right program. 

When, however, we proceed fron the general outline to the etl i of 
stages of disclosure and verification which is dealt ‘with in Annex A of 
NSC 112, we ara eontronted with a somemat different situation. the 
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recommended stages of disclosure and verification very properly are based 
Solely upon the security interests of the United States, In other words, the 
items to be disclosed in the first stage would be those where the disclosure — 
and verification by the United States would be least harmful to its seourity 
interests, and where the disclosure and verification by the Soviet Union 
Would be most advantageous to the United States, That is entirely satisfactory 
as a hidden objective, However, it is not possible for the United States 
Reprosentative in the Commission to justify staging on the ground that it 
As advantageous to the interests of the United States and disadvantageous to 
the interests of the Soviet Union. It is necessary in this paper to find a 
logical and morally sound and appealing basis for the staging. If there is 
‘guch a basis then it is of no consequenee that the results of such a staging 
happen to coincide with the security of the United States. It must be 
theroughly understood however that the seourity considerations are in fact | 
paramount, ‘The staging suggested in the paper would in general be satisfactory 
fron the standpoint of presentation to the United Nations = the only aspoet — 
of the situation where UNA has professional competence. We venture no 
opinion on whether 4% adequately protects the security interests of the — 
United States, this being a matter for determination by Defense and ABO. 
We sought, however, within the limits of our knowledge to conform the staging 
to United States security interests on the following line of reasoning. 

The specific staging can be logically justified on the ground first of | 
proceeding from the least secret arcas in the early stages, to the most secret,. 
and second on the ground of proceeding from those areas where verification can

a). The elimination of research and development activities 
from the process of disclosure and verification. 
Adaptation of Position to the United Natt ons» 

The ultinate arrangenants in connection with disclosure and verification 
will be highly complex. For example, the disclosure of the numerical size of 
armed forces is probably mtirely appropriate for the first stage. However, 
these forces may be engaged in activities and may utilise weapons which would 
be reserved for later stages of disclosure and veritications This is merely 
one of the swarm of highly technical problens outa will ultimately have to 
be decided. It must be recognised frankly however, that the newly organised 
Commission is not an appropriate organ for’ dealing at the outset with problems 
of this nature. Our general experience with United Nations committees is that 
a Jong process of education is necessary to seoure international agreeanent on 
complicated programs. In the early stages it is merely possible to scratch the 

surface. 
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surface. Therefore, it is necessary to prepare a comparatively simple and 
straight-forward paper and to avoid overwhelming the Commission with a mass 
of complicated details, 

This objective is accomplished chiefly through the device of presenting 
in an extremely Seicraytaad form the itans to be disclosed and verified in 
tha respective stages, and postponing the more detailed discussions until 
individual countries submit thoir specific programs. In other words, until 
the individual. country programs are submitted the discussion will be confined 
to general principles, 


5. Other problems, 
Three problems not fitting within the categories set forth above, arose 
in conneetion with the preparations of this paper and should be briefly noted:

b) It would be consistent with NSC 112 to suggest verification through 
aerial surveys in all stages. Such a result would clearly benefit the United 
| States 
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States vis-a-vis the Soviet Union. ‘The paper reserves aerial Seacenutiseeien } 
for the second and third stages in accordance with the concept that the Ww fs 
diselosure and verification in the first stage should be in connection with 
the less secret arcafl. | 

The considerations which led us to reach this conclusion were sone- 
what different from the reason stated in the paper. It is apparent that | 
unlimited aerial reconnaissance will be about the most objectionable subject 
from the standpoint of the Soviet Union of all those contained in the paper. 
Since the United States can with some justice be accused of "stacking the deck" 
ageinst the Soviet Union, it seems to us that the propaganda benefits from 
postponenent of aerial reconnaissance to the second stage outweigh any — 
advantages of including it as part of the first StAse> 

c) Definition of novel weapons. It wild be noted that the novel 
weapons reserved for disclosure and verification in the third stage are 
those which wore not in ‘general use at the end of World War 11, This staging 
is apparently advantageous to the United States in two respecte: (1) the 
ehanees are that weapons in general use at the end of World War II ~ suph 
as the Norden bomb sight - has by this time become quite well known ‘to the 
Soviet Union; (ii) atomic weapons were not ‘in general use at the end of 
World War II although it could readily be claimed that the produstion of 
fissionable material had ceased to be novel. ‘Therefore this staging in the ‘ 
field of none-atonie weapons helps to maintain consistency ‘between the staging

existence of stages gives all states the opportunity over a period of time 
to test the good faith of all other states. ‘The mere agreement to enter 
into a system for disclosure and verification would give no assurance that 
the parties thereto would actually carry it out in full or at all, With 
disslosure and verification in several stages and with each step of one 
stage sonplated prior to the commmcement of the next stage, all States 
have the opportunity at periodic irtervals of checking the good faith of 
other States through review of the information theretofore diselosed, 
(b) It is contemplated that the disclosure and verification would 
proceed from the leas sseret areas which would be disclosed and verified 
in early stages to the more secret areas. A phasing of this nature in 
addition to fumishing the best test of the good faith of all States would

The proposals with respect to atomic weapons are presented in a separate 
annex solely in the interests of clarity of presentation. Both the problems 
involved and the appropriate terminology with respect to atomic weapons 
differ so greatly from the problems and terminology with respect to other 
weapons that a single annex comprehending both might be confusing. It is 
contemplated that all stages of disclosure and verification cover both 
stcude and non-atomic weapons. In other wrds, the first stags includes 
the items set forth both in Amex I and in Annex II for disclosure and 
verification in that stage, and the same is true as to all succeeding stages, 

7, Without commentin: in detail at this point on the specific items 
subject to disclosure and verification in the respective stages, it should 
be noted that the armed forees and armaments to be disclosed in the firat 


stage have three general characteristics:

{b} In the main, they are most susceptible of verification 
by periodic visits of inspectiden and through referenee 
to statistical records = with the result that verificetion 
wan take plaec with the ninimum of interferenss in the 
internal life of the respective countries, Some resort 
Would nevertheless be required to "on-the-spot" inspection, 
snd retonnaissanes would be required in all stages to 
assist in checking the adequacy of the disclosure. 
(0) At the same time, these items reveal so vast a segment 
of the military potential of all States that their disclosure 
and verification as provided in this stage in and of itself 
would act as an indication of good faith and would thus 
(weatly facilitate progress towards the ultimate goals of 
the entire program of regulation, limitation and belaneed 
reduction of all amed forces and armaments.

10, The systen of disclosure and verification is an integral part of 


the systen of safeguerde which must be established to ensure observange of 
the senha program cf regu tion, Linitation and balaneed reduetion of 

armed forces and armanamts so as to provide for the prompt detection of 
violations while at the same time causing the minimum degree of interference — 
in the internal life of each country. It will not be adequate to provide 
merely for the verification of Aisclosed information. In addition provision 
must be made for determining the adequacy of the disclosed information, 
through broad general porers oe ton-the-spot" inspection, through access 

to statistical data permitting independent confirmation of required reports 


and through serial surveys. 
11, Extensive 
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11. Extensive aerial recommaissance ie obviously essential to the 
. verification proeedurs in order completely to determing the adequacy of 
disclosed information, It will be obvious that aerial reconnaissanse 
furnishes the easiest method of determining the existenee of large undiselosed 
facilities and installations. Aerial survey will be essential in all stages 
of the disclosure and verification proceedure. . 

12, I% is contemplated that "on=-the-spot"inspsction will take place 
in ali stages as a part of the verification proeedure. Its use, however, 
will be less extensive in ‘eis first than in the later stages because of 
the greater ease of verification through other methods of the items 
disclosed in the first stage. Certain principles governing limitations 
on the right of “on-the<spot" inspeeticns in carly stages are set forth 
in Annexes I and II. 

13. Eaeh etate at the commmeuent of eseh stage should sibnit to 
the Commission a general deseription of the nature and loaation of 
facilities falling within the terms of referenes for that stage. | | 
Aecess to such locations, reascnably sufficient to verify the information 
disclosed should be granted to inspectors.
